The civic and industrial and peace 
parade was the event scheduled for 
the afternoon. Elaborate and pains- 
taking arrangements assured its suc- 
cess and the protection of the vast 




in-Chief. 

The women visitors got down to the 
more serious business of the conven- 
tion, the Women's Relief corps. Ladies 
of the Grand Army of the Republic 
and Daughters of Veterans gathering 
in solemn conclave. The fireworks 
will attract hundreds (of thousands in 
the evening. 

If you were without the password 
admission to music hail was denied 
Thursday morning by some grim-vis- 
aged veteran who acted as guard. 

At first none hut delegates were ad- 
mitted. There were about POO of them. 
Later O. A. R. men were allowed ac- 
cess to the galivry. 

The stage was dressed in draoed 
flags, with portraitsof Oram. Sheridan 
and Sherman. 

The delegates occupied the soft, 
plush-cushioned seats, each state being 
marked with a banner made of a flag, 
bearing a card naming the state.
